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Prairie  crop  conditions  in  Canada  further  improved  during  the  week 
duo  to  general  precipitation  over  farming  districts,  unusually  heavy  in 
some  localities,  Prince  Albert  and  Saskatchewan  registering  5.1  inches. 
Hail  damage  to  crops  in  scattered  areas  of  all  three  provinces.  Early 
harvest  indicated  by  heading  of  first  sown  wheat  crops  and  most  of  remainder 
in  shot  blade.    Grasshoppers,  although  now  winged  and  migrating,  being  kept 
under  good  control  by  poisoning  campaign  and  favorable  weather.    Feed  situa- 
tion greatly  improved  by  June  rains  (Telegram,  Canadian  Department  of 
Agriculture,  July  4,  1934). 

New  German  .grain  law  effective  July  1  gives  Minister  of  Agriculture 
full  control  of  all  grain  sales,  handling,  processing,  including  fixing 
prices,  terms  of  sale,  and  compulsory  delivery  by  farmers.    Decree  effec- 
tive July  6  establishes  export  tariff,  certain  feeds  (Berlin  office, 
Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  July  3,  1934). 

Australian  wool  clip  for  1934-35  season  .recont3.y  forecast  at 
943,800,000  pounds,  of  which  17  percent  will  be  crossbred.  Production 
during  the  six  years  1923  to  1935  (in  millions  of  pounds)  968.2;  937.6; 
912.1;  1006.0;  1061,0  and  950.0  respectively.     Previous  reports  indicated 
the  probability  of  a  larger  1934-35  clip.     Opening  sale  dates  fixed  Sydney 
and  Brisbane  for  August  27;  Adelaide,  September  6;  Perth,  September  17. 
Not  more  than  1,600,000  bales  (approximately  480,000,000  pounds)  including 
carryover  wool,  may  be  offered  before  Christmas  (National  Council  of  Wool 
Selling  Brokers  of  Australia,  via  London,  June  20,  1934). 

Wool  prices  lower  at  London  sales  opening.    Merinos,  both  grease 
and  scoured,  20  percent;  l'aulties,  25  percent;  crossbreds,  greasy,  15  per- 
cent; slipes,  20  to  25  percent;  Punta  Arenas,  25  percent;  South  African, 
20  to  25  percent  lower  than  closing  previous  series.    No  German  buyers 
attending.    Withdrawal  40  percent  (Agricultural  Attache  Foley,  London,  July 
3,  1934). 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

China  exper iences  drought 

Recent  dry,  hot  weather  is  affecting  the  Chinese  rice  and  wheat 
situation  and  domestic  grain  prices  have  advanced  materially,  according  to 
radioed  advices  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
at  the  end  of  June.    June  rainfall  at  Shanghai  this  season  was  only  I.56 
inches  compared  with  a  normal  June  rainfall  of  7*39  inches;  new  June  heat 
records  were  also  reported  during  the  last  week  of  the  month.    The  dry  weather 
is  particularly  affecting  rice  and  other  food  crops  in  the  Yangtze  Valley 
and  this  in  turn  is  affecting  the  marketing  of  domestic  wheat,  Shanghai 
wheat  prices  advanced  about  5*5  cents  a  "bushel  and  flour      7  cents  a  hag 
during  the  last  week  of  June  and  are  now  somewhat  more  in  line  with  foreign 
wheat  quotations  than  in  recent  weeks. 

The  193^  wheat  crop  for  all  China  is  estimated  somewhat  above  last 
year's  harvest  and  is  generally  of  very  good  quality  in  the  lower  Yangtze 
Valley.     It  is  arriving  at  the  market  centers,  however,  in  snail  volume  com- 
pared with  last  season.    Farmers  are  said  to  be  holding  for  higher  prices 
and  transportation  is  also  reported  difficult  due.  to  low  water  levels  in 
the  canals.    Both  rice  and  wheat  are  grown  by  farmers  in  the  extensive  Yangtze 
Valley,  and  when  the  rice  crop  is  short,  farmers  tend  to  hold  back  their 
wheat  from  the  Shanghai  market,  making  it  necessary  for  the  latter  to  turn 
to  foreign  supplies  for  its  requirements.     Small  rice  crops  in  China  generally 
result  in  increased  rice  imports  and  in  reduced  marketings  of  domestic  wheat 
in  those  areas  where  both  wheat  and  rice  are  grown;  this  in  turn  may  be 
reflected  in  some  increased  takings  of  foreign  wheat. 

Shanghai  mills  at  the  end  of  June  were  operating  near  full  capacity 
with  flour  stocks  reported  small.    Flour  demand  from  Tientsin  has  improved, 
while  the  demand  from  Manchuria  has  declined.    At  Hankow,  however,  only  two 
mills  are  reported  operating  and  these  are  using  mostly  domestic  wheat. 
Chinese  wheat  imports  during  May  totaled  a  little  over  h, 000,000  bushels  of 
which  about  3,0(30,000  bushels  came  frorj  the  United  States  and  the  balance 
from  Argentina. 

The  spring  wheat  crop  in  Manchuria  is  reported  making  good  progress 
under  favorable  weather  conditions.    The  wheat  acreage  this  season  in  North 
Manchuria,  where  most  of  the  wheat  is  produced,  is  estimated  by  the  Harbin  mills 
to  be  15  percent  above  last  year.    Flour  stocks  at  Dairen  at  the  end  of  May 
totalled  about  1,000,000  bags  and  imports  during  the  month  of  May  were 
1,629,000  bags,  over  half  of  which  came  from  Japan. 

Wheat  quotations  CIF  Shanghai,  duty  included, 'at  the  end  of  June  for 
July  shipment  were:    Argentine  72. b  cents  a  bushel;  Australian  F.A.Q.  75.7 
cents;  and  native  wheat  of  average  quality  55  cents  a  bushel.     Shanghai  flour 
per  bag  of  U9  pounds  was  quoted  at  73.  cents. 
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COTTOU 

United  States  cotton  exports  "below  last  year. 

Total  net  exports  of  American  cotton  for  the  period  August-May  1933-34 
were  5.2  percent  smaller  than  the  corresponding  1932-33  figures.  Practically 
all  of  the  decline  resulted  from  smaller  exports  in  April  and  May  193-1-.  Ex- 
ports to  Germany,  the  leading  European  taker  in  the  last  two  seasons  declined 
to  36,956  Dales  in  May  against  126,924  hales  in  March  1934,  and  176,746  Dales 
in  May  1933.    The  hulk  of  the  decline  may  "be  accounted  for  in  the  German 
orders  of  March  24  and  later  prohibiting  imports  of  cotton  from  that  date  to 
May  31.     See  "The  German  Cotton  Emport  Control  Plan",  Foreign  Crops  and  Mar- 
kets, June  18,  1934.    Exports  to  Great  Sritian  also  have  declined  sharply  in 
recent  months  against  a  year  ago.    Poland  and  P.ussia  are  the  only  European 
countries  of  significance  to  take  more  American  cotton  this  year  than  last. 
Exports  to  Russia  to  the  end  of  Mgy  stood  at  43,853  hales  against  none  last 
year.     In  the  Orient,  figures  for  Japan  continue  larger  than  in  1932-33,  "but 
the  movement  to  China  has  "been  reduced.     See  table  on  United  States  exports, 
page  41. 


TOBACCO 

Larger  carryover  of  native  leaf  seen  in  China 

The  carryover  of  native  tobacco  in  China  on  October  1,  1934  is  expected 
to  be  about  15,000,000  pounds  larger  than  the  carryover  into  the  1933-34 
season,  according  to  radioed  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Daw- 
son at  Shanghai.     The  1933  crop,  from  which  the  next  carryover  will  result, 
was  unusually  large.     The  1933  crop  of  flue-cured  tobacco  was  olaced  at 
135,000, 000/ poinds0 compared  with  a  1932  crop  of  104,000,000  pounds.  Definite 
information  respecting  the  1934  crop  is  lacking,  but  it  is  held  that  even  though 
the  crop  turns  out  smaller  than  that  of  1933,  the  anticipated  heavy  stocks  on 
the  date  indicated  will  keep  total  supplies  of  native  leaf  for  the  1934-35 
marketing  season  at  a  level  higher  than  that  of  1933-34.     It  appears  also  that 
Shanghai  stocks  of  foreign  tobacco  on  October  1  may  be  moderately  larger  than 
a  year  earlier,  since  the  movement  into  consumption  in  1933-34  has  not  equalled 
the  1932-33  movement.     Imports  this  season,  on  the  other  hand,  have  run  slightly 
ahead  of  last  season,  and  arc  expected  to  be  about  equal  to  a  year  ago  for 
the  balance  of  the  current  season. 

Sheets  of  cigarette  tax  stamps  issued  at  Shanghai  by  the  Internal  Pievenue 
Administration  for  October-March  1933-34  showed  sales  of  stamps  running  5.5 
percent  below  last  season.    For  the  quarter  ended  March  31,  1934,  stamp  sales 
were  13.8  percent  below  the  corresponding  1933  quarter.     It  is  expected  that 
something  near  this  rate  of  decrease  will  continue  for  the  period  April-September. 
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There  is  evidence  of  a  considerable  production  of  hand- rolled  cigarettes 
not  included  in  the  above  statistics  so  that  total  cigarette  production  in 
China  is  probably  as  large  as  last  year.    The  hand-rolled  cigarettes  used 
Chinese  leaf  exclusively  and  due  to  the  price  competition  of  domestic  leaf 
with  American  leaf  the  proportion  of  domestic  leaf  in  machine-made  cigarettes 
is  larger  than  -usual.    There  has  been  renewed  agitation  for  the  scaling  down 
of  cigarette  taxes. 

The  movement  of  native  leaf  from  the  1933  crop  has  continued  substan- 
tially larger  than  last  year.    It  is  estimated  that  nearly  double  the  amount 
of  Shantung  leaf  has  moved  out  this  season,  with  considerably  larger  volumns 
going  to  both  Shanghai  and  Dairen.    Larger  amounts  also  have  moved  from  Honan 
and  Anhwei,  but  material  stocks  in  all  producing  regions  are  still  available. 
Present  stocks  at  Shanghai  are  heavier  than  normal.    Prices  of  common  grades 
of  Honan  leaf  arc  being  offered  as  low  as  4  cents  a  pound  which  price  is  only 
slightly  in  excess  of  transportation  and  handling  costs.    Sec  table  of  tax 
stamp  sales,  page  43. 


LIVESTOCK,  .MEAT  AND  WOOL 

German  hog:  numbers  near  record  levels 

Figures  for  June  1,  1934  placed  total  German  hog  numbers  at  22,360,000 
head,  a  point  only  1  percent  below  the  record  level  reached  on  June  1,  1931, 
according  to  cabled  advices  from  Assistant  Agricultural  Attache  D.  F.  Christy 
at  Berlin.    The  current  figure  represents  a  6-percent  increase  over  that  of 
a  year  ago.    All  classes,  except  sows,  showed  substantial  gains  over  last  year 
The    German  program  of  the  last  year  to  increase  neutral  lard  production  stim- 
ulated hog  breeding  during  the  last  half  of  1933  through  the  supporting  prices 
being  offered  for  fat  hogs.     (See  F.S.-61,  "The  German  Neutral  Lard  Program", 
June  1934.)     Since  January  1934,  however,  hog  prices  have  tended  downward,  and 
breeding  operations  have  been. curtailed.    Total  sows  on  June  1  were  5  percent 
below  the  corresponding  1933  figures,  the  decline  being  accounted  for  in  a 
cut  of  16  percent  in  sows  of  6  months  to  1  year.    Pregnant  sows  were  down  8 
percent  from  the  1933  levels.    In  that  class  also,  the  heaviest  reduction 
showed  in  young  sows  of  6  months  to  1-  year.    See  table  on  German  hog  numbers,
